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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

2. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office 
action under Ex Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (Comm'r Pat. 1935). Since 
this application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee 
set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, prosecution in this application has 
been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 10/24/2007 
has been entered. 

3. There is no amendment to the present claims. Claims 1-7 are pending. 

4. Applicants file new IDS of 1 0/09/2007. 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

6. Toyoshima et al 'Patent 6,596,812 discloses rubber-reinforced thermoplastic 
resin. The rubber-like polymer could be an ethylene-propylene-(non-conjugated diene) 
copolymer, column 4, line 54. Toyoshima is silent to the claimed rubber-like copolymer 
which is obtained by polymerizing monomers comprising the mixture of ethylene, 1- 
octene and a non-conjugated diene having a Mooney viscosity of less than 15. 
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JP-1 1-302339 and JP-1 1302338 do not disclose the claimed rubber-like copolymer 
having the claimed combination of {(l)+(ll)} or {(ll)+(lll)}, such that at least one rubber- 
like copolymer (II) has a Mooney viscosity of less than 15. 

JP-2003-055525, JP-2002-256043, J P-200 1-288354 and JP-200 1-2 14023 do not 
disclose the claimed olefmic rubber-like component; instead of this they disclose nitrile 
rubber copolymer. 

JP-08-31 1 1 1 131 does not disclose the rubber-like copolymer specified in the present 
claims for Components (I), (II) and (III), such that the olefinic rubbers are present in the 
combinations having a Mooney viscosity of 15 or higher and a Mooney viscosity of less 
than 15. 

The cited references are no close as that previously of record. 
Claims 1-7 are deemed to contain allowable subject matter.
